cretion, and made them depart, giving me 
thelife of that poore Gentleman who 
rooke hold of me, whom I cauſed to re- 
maine in my cloſer untill he was well re- 
covered; and changing my linnen , be- 
cauſe he had covered it with blood : Mon- 
licur de Nnſay relaced to me all that had 
pn and aſſured me that the King my 
usband was in che chamber of the King, 
and that he ſhouid receive no hurt, and 
cauſing me to throw a night-gowne on 
me, he did leade me into- the chamber of 
my Siſter Madame de Lorraine , whither {I 
came rather dead then alive, and paſing | 
through the the Preſence chamber, wh 
doorcs wereall open, a Gentleman called 
Borſe, aving himclfe from the purſuers, 
was ſtruck through with a Halberd ſome 
three paces from me , I fell downe on the 
other {ide, fainting away,and thought that 
the ſame ftroak had run us both thorough, 
And being a little recovered ro my | 
trengch,T encered inco the chamber where 
my Siſter lay, I was no ſooner there, bur 
Monſieur de Atioſſavr, chiete Gentleman 
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to the King my husband, and Armaynach, 
chiefe groome of his chamber , came and| 
befooght'ins to begge their lives, TI pre-| 
ſently made haſte , and fell an my knees 

-| before the King and the Queen my Mo- 

ther, beſceching them to grant me this 

ſuice, ro which in the end they candiſcen- 

ded. 

Some five or ſixe dayes after, they who 
had begun this game , knowing that they 
had fayted in their principall detigne, nor 
aynng ſo much at the Huguenots, as at
